"I do not think the miners of 


sbocton and of this sub-district want 
a strike at present. From what I can 
learn they believe they can help the 
striking miners of Pennsylvania much 
more if they continue to work anc 
are thus able to extend financial aid. 
The speaker was William Green, 


president of this sub-district of the 
united Mine Workers of America. 
Since the great convention was call 


ed for Indianapolis July 17 miners and 
operators of Ohio have been wander- 
ing what would be done. The conven- 
tion is tosettle the momentous ques- 
tion of whether the bituminous mi- 
ners will strike in sympathy with tbe 
men who are out in the anthracite 
region of Pennsylvania. Mi ny miners 
faror a strike believing it the best 
means in tbe bands of the mighty or- 
ganization. Others think the men 
not directly influenced should contin- 
ue at work and give a part of what 
they earn each day to support the 
thousands of women and cbiidren de- 
pendent upon the strikers. 


"We have made a contract with the 
operators and it is binding on both 
sides." continued Mr. Green. "By 
the terms of the contract we should 
work, and I believe the delegates 
troui the Coshocton locals will vote 
against a strike. We can help to keep 
up the Pennsylvania miners until 
they win out by a strike assessment 
and if we are not working we cannot 
pay it. 


'I don't think the Coshocton dele- 


gates have been chosen as yet, but 
Torn contact with the miners I think 
[ can say they will send to Indlanapo- 
1s careful, conservative meu who will 
be opposed to a strike in this district 
at t lis time."
